Chemical Plant, following which 


an armed guard was established, 
as being in 1919, instead of 1925 
as she had stated in her first ar- 
ticle. 


However, the Chemical 
Plant-did have another bad 
fire March 6, 1925 when the 
acetic acid plant, housed in a 
unit by itself, was gutted by 
fire. 


The brick building was four 
stories high and contained much 
valuable machinery. It had been 
built, following the other fires 
and cost about $100,000. Neither 
the Chemical Plant nor Iron 
Furnace had to close and only a 
few men were thrown out of 
employment. 


The fire department lost se- 
veral hundred feet of hose 
thru contact with chemicals.
